Ottawa, Ont.. March 13.—A terrible 
accident occurred yesterday afternoon to 
a Canadian Pacific railway train near 
Pembroke, a few miles west of here. 
The ti aln consisted of two flrst-class and 
one second-class Pullman cars, a (lining 
and a baggage car. 
The accident was 
caused by spreading of the rails. 
The 
engine and tender remained on the 
track, but the coaches went down an 
embankment over twenty-five feet, and 
were badlv wrecked. 
The overturned stoves set tho cars on 
fire, but only the dining and Pullman 
cars were seriously burned. 
Thirty 
people wero on the train, ail of whom 
were shaken up terribly.

scalded. 
ROBERT CRAM, Ottawa, conductor, fatal 
internal injuries. 
WILLIAM M’KAY, Ottawa, a m illionaire 
lum berm an, very seriously burt. 
Several others were fatally injured, 
but their names are not known.

small station was quite close to where 
the accident occurred and assistance 
was soon at hand, and in less than half 
an hour the passengers had all been res­ 
cued from the wreck. 
A convict who was being taken to the 
central prison at Toronto in charge of a 
deputy sheriff was chained to a seat in 
the second-class car. 
For several min­ 
utes he was suspended in mid-air, hang­ 
ing head downward.

W a sh in g to n, March 13.—The Senate 
adopted the concurrent resolution for 
the investigation of immigration mat­ 
ters, with the two House amendments 
extending the investigation to the pur­ 
chase of Ameriean Industries by foreign 
capital and to the use of Bedloe's island 
in New York harbor as an immigration 
depot. 
The resolution was also adopted ex­

20. 
Messrs. 
Payne, 
Pugh, Cockrell, and Vance voted with 
the Republicans. 
It was ordered th at a vote be taken 
on the Blair educational hill Thursday, 
March 20. 
Mr. Plumb moved an amendment to 
Rule *29 so as to provide that all votes 
cast in executive aession, whether yea 
and nay votes or otherwise, be made 
public at the close of the session at 
which they are cast. 
It was referred to 
the committee on rules. 
The resolution in regard to the Presi­ 
dent pro tem. was again taken up and 
Mr. Turpie moved to amend it amend by 
making it read th at tho President pro 
tom. shall hold the office “during all fu­ 
ture absences of the Vice-President.”

RABIES. 


An A ssistant Physician a t th* P asteur 
In stitu te Suffering W ith H ydrophobia. 
New Yoiik, March 13.—Strange ac­ 
counts of tho frightful ravages of hydro­ 
phobia come to light at intervals, but 
the most peculiarly horrible of them all 
has just occurred in the Pasteur insti­ 
tute of this city, which is in charge of 
Dr. Paul Gibier, a former student of the 
famous French physician. 
Tho victim is one of Dr. Glbier’s as­ 
sisting physicians. 
The extraordinary 
feature of the case is that although the 
afflicted man possesses all the repulsive 
symptoms of the rabies ho has never 
been bitten by a mad dog or any kind of 
rabid animal. 
Dr. Gibier was seen at 
the Tenth street laboratory last night in 
regard to the case, but he. said he was 
prohibited from discussing the m atter 
out of professional courtesy due tho in­ 
jured man. 
He acknowledged, however, that his 
assistant had become a victim of rabies, 
and that he was somewhat apprehensive 
of the turn affairs might take, owing 
to the strange causes which led up to 
the trouble. 
It was learned that eight 
days ago Dr. Gibier and hi? assistant, 
whose name could not be learned, were 
making some delicate experiment with 
the brain .of a dog which had been 
killed while suffering from rabies. 
In 
handling the brain m atter some of the 
poisonous virus adhered to the forefinger 
and thum b of the young man. 
It is 
thought that he rubbed his eyes while 
•the maddening stuff was still on his 
fingers. 
The third day after this, or last 
Thursday, Dr. Gibier noticed that his 
assistant acted queerly. 
A> tho day 
progressed the young man grew more 
and more excited and nervous. 
His eyes 
became extraordinarily bright and per­ 
spiration su:od out on hts forehead 
great beads. 
At times ho trembled all 
over, and at last, at the earnest sol lei ta 
tion of Dr. Gibier, consented to go to 
bed. 
During the night instead of im­ 
proving he became worse. 
In the morning the sick physician was 
In a semi-conscious state, an I when Dr. 
Gibier spoke he answered with an unin­ 
telligible sound that was half bark and 
half snarl. 
Dr. Gibier becamo very ap­ 
prehensive and at once began a course: 
of treatm ent for tho afflicted man. 
Al- 
through extremely anxious at first. Dr. 
Gibier Is almost assured now that the 
critical period of the diseae has been 
favorably passed, and that unless some­ 
thing unforeseen occurs the sick man 
will be all right in two or three weeks. 
Dr. Dibier said last night that his ob­ 
servation of the disease in this country 
convinced him that in nine cases out of 
ten the rabies here are much more viru­ 
lent and dangerous than in Europe. 
The difference is due, he believes, to 
climatic effects. 
In addition to Hie 
young doctor there are two eases of 
rabies now being treated by Dr. Gibier.

the 
m anufacture of lard 
compound. 
Mr. B u tte rw o rt was the 
first speaker. 
He said the objects of his 
bill were to raise revenue, to regulate 
a certain’ industry so th at it should not 
be permitted to destroy an established 
Industry, and so th at it should be con­ 
ducted upon the principles of common 
honesty; and to prevent the extinction 
of an established article of commerce 
produced by the farmer. 
The bill did 
not propose to prevent the manufac­ 
turers of compound lard from prosecu­ 
ting their business. 
“ We only ask,” he 
said, “ that in taking its place this In­ 
dustry shall not place its fingers upon 
the throat of another industry.” 
Mr. Bntterw orth discussed the condi­ 
tion of the farmers of the country, tak­ 
ing a gloomy view of it. 
He said they 
were 
rapidly becoming

class of 
peasants, and a despised class, too. 
The farmers have been robbed by 
means of gambling and gambling shops;

lion V. Stephens of Boonville A ppointed 
T reasurer or Missouri. 
J efferson City,Mo., March 13.—Gov. 
Francis has appointed Lon V. Stephens 
of Boonville as State Treasurer of Mis­ 
souri. to serve until Hie second day in 
January. 1893. 
Tho appointment was 
made late yesterday afternoon, and at. 6 
o'clock Mr. Stephens appeared before 
Judge Black of the Supreme court aud 
took the oath of office. 
The bond of the new treasurer, said 
to bo 83,500,000, was promptly tiled and 
bore tho approval of the Governor and 
A ttorney-General. 
Mr. Stephen s took 
informal charge of the treasury this 
morning and accepted the report of the 
present Investigating committee as a 
true statem ent of tho present condition 
of the treasury.

Tributary o f 
Turkey—Tho K hedive’* 


Power—The L egislative Council. 
Egypt is a principality and is tribu­ 
tary to Turkey. 
The government is 
conducted by native ministers, subject 
to the rulings of the Khedive, and un­ 
der his supervision. 
From the acces­ 
sion of Towfik, the reigning Khedive. 
in 1879 to 1883, France and Great 
Britain exercised a great influence in 
the conduct of public affairs, because 
of their interests of a financial charac­ 
ter which were involved. 
In the mili­ 
tary revolt of 1882 the people were 
strongly moved to resist foreign inter­ 
ference or control, but that uprising 
was crushed by Great Britain's forces, 
and, as France had done little or noth­ 
ing to aid in this, that country failed 
to reap any results when the recon­ 
struction of Egyptian affairs came 
about. 
The joint control of France 
and great Britain, which followed the 
uprising of 1882, was succeeded by 
the single and substantial control of 
affairs by Great Britain. The Khedive 
since then has, on the recommendation 
of Great Britain, appointed a Europe­ 
an (that is, a British) financial ad­ 
viser, w ho has a voice, but no vote, in 
the council of ministers, and bas no 
power in matters pertaining to interna­ 
tional administration. 
In 1884 an or­ 
ganic law was promulgated by the 
Khedive creating a number of repre­ 
sentative institutions based on popular 
suffrage, with the end in view of con­ 
ducting the government in a constitu­ 
tional manner; but of these only thfit 
which is called a legislative council has 
thus far been operative. It consists of 
thirty members, of whome sixteen are 
elected and fourteen appointed by the 
Khedive; all the general laws have to 
be submitted to this council, but it 
rests with the government 
as 
to 
whether or not it follows the advice of 
the council. The creation of this legis­ 
lative council is a long step in the di­ 
rection of a recognition of the right of 
tho people to advise and consent to the 
acts of the government.
